Planning Board 
overruled on 
zone variance 


The City Council Tuesday 
night overruled the Planning 
Commission and granted a zone 
variance and conditional use 
permit for a legitimate theater 
on the southwest corner of Came 
pus Avenue and Foothill Boule- 
vard,. 

The Planners had denied the 
request fora five-year variance 
of the Foothill Boulevard sere 
vice road requirement at its 
meeting Oct. 27. 

The theater group, headed by 
Arval (Mark) Shipley, appealed 
the denial to the Council. 

Spectators jammed the Coun- 
cil chambers and spilled out 
into the city hall corridor. Both 
proponents and opponents had a 
large following with loud ape 
plause breaking out for each 
side when certain points were 
stressed either in favor or dise 
approval of the venture. 

Shipley said Tuesday night 
following Council approval that 
the first production would be 
presented around Feb. 15 inthe 
former Martinez store building. 

The building and the service 
road were main points of cone 
tention. The building has been 
labeled a traffic hazard due to 
its proximity to the intersece 
tion. 

However, a letter was sube 
mitted by Shipley’s attorney, 
Duane Thomas, Stating the Mare 
tinez family had no intention of 
demolishing the building within 
the next five years, 

The Council in reaching its 
decision by a 3-2 vote pointed 
out that if the building were to 
remain it would better serve the 
community as a theater than to 
stand vacant or be used for stoe 
rage in its present condition. 

Among those on hand to voice 
strong objection to granting of 
the variance was Rt. Rev. Msgr. 
Michael J, Browne, pastor of 
St. Joseph’s Church, 

Msgr. Browne said he did not 
disapprove of the theater butits 
location, noting it was buta half 
block from St, Joseph’s Church 
and the parochial school which 
has an enrollment of 425 chile 
dren. 

Msgr. Browne said that his 
presence was a ‘‘spiritual mise 
sion.” 

He said the theater would be 
a “great distraction,” particue 
larly to the teenagers who ate 
tend religious education classes 
on various nights of the week. 

He also cited the potential 
added traffic hazards to the 
area. 

Plans call for nightly perfore 
mances at the theater, Monday 
through Saturday, at 8:15 p.m. 
The religious classes at St. Joe 
seph’s end between 8 and 8:30 
pm.

The theater will not have Sune 
day performances, it was 
pointed out by Shipley. 

Among the large turnout supe 
porting the variance and estabe 
lishing of the theater were 
school and college teachers and 
a representative from the Up- 
land High School student coune 
cll, all of whom spoke favorably 
of the cultural aspects, 

Councilman Max Hawkins in 
voicing his opinion said he was 
not against the theater, declare 
ing it would be “a real fine 
thing.’? However, he said he bee 
lieved the property could be dee 
veloped for a more favorable 
use and opposed the five-year 
delay for the service road. 


In stating his intention to up- 
hold the Planning Commission 
ruling, Hawkins moved that the 
variance be denied but the moe 
tion died for lack of a second, 


Councilman George Gibson 
brought the motion before the 
Council to grant approval of the 
variance, which was seconded 
by Councilman Ronald Rose 
siter,. 

Meantime, Councilwoman 
Zella Stone offered an amende 
ment which would limit the 
variance to three years and 
then be reviewed at that time 
if a two-year extension was 
requested. 


Hawkins -supported _ the 
amendment but it was defeated 
3-2 by Gibson, Rossitter and 
Christensen, 


Gibson’s motion for the fivee 
year variance was then ape 
proved by a similar vote with 
Hawkins and Stone dissenting. 


Both the variance and condie 
tional use permit approval are 
subject to certain conditions to 
be set forth at the next meeting 
of the Council Dec. 6. Tnese 
conditions will involve traffic 
parking facilities, building code 
and other requirements.

to be ‘clarified’ 


The City Council Tuesday 
night tabled a request for a 
business license for the Tene 
der Trap, a proposed cocktall 
lounge to be located in the Alpha 
Beta shopping center at Foothill 
Boulevard and San Antonio 
Road, 

The Councl] postponed action 
on the request until its Dec, 6 
meeting for the purpose 
of “clarifying’’ the State Alco. 
holic Beverage Control Board's 
ruling on distances between 
schools and Hquor establishe 
ments, 

In applying for the business 
license, which must have Coun- 
ell approval following passage 
of a recent ordinance governing 
the type businesses that can loe 
cate in C4 zones, the Tender 
Trap applicants through their 
attorney, Eugene Berchim of 
Los Angeles, noted that all ree 
quirements had been met, Ber- 
chim pointed out that the dis- 
tance between the school and 
the proposed establishment was 
some 1,200 feet. The state ree 
quirement is 600 feet. 

However, the city in display- 
ing a slide of the area showed 
that the distance between the 
corner of the football fleld and 
the cocktail lounge is but 555 
feet ‘‘as the crow flles,’* 

After installation of the proe 
posed service road along Foote 
hill Boulevard the distance 
would increase to 692 feet but 
below the 600-foot requirement, 

Berchim told the Council that 
the state ABC does not measure 
distance in the same manner 
while pointing out that the foot- 
age between the main adminis 
tration building and the door of 
a Hquor establishment is the 
proper method of measurement. 

The latter opinion was supe 
ported by City Attorney Donald 
Maroney. 

Mayor James Christensen, 
however, said he was of the 
opinion the ‘‘straight line’? me. 


thod was employed by the ABC, 

Joining in the latter discuse 
sion were Councilman Ronald 
Rossitter and Councilwoman 
Zella Stone who both declared 
they wanted clarification of how 
such measurements are made, 

Councilman Max Hawkins ree 
iterated his previous stand that 
the business Hoense should be 
granted, 

No motion for granting or dee 
nying of the business license 
was made and the tender topic 
was carried over to the Coune 
cll meeting of three weeks hence 
when an ABC representative 
will be asked to be in attendance 
to explain measurements and 
distances, 

Meanwhile, petitions bearing 
some 720 signatures of Upland 
residents opposing the license 
were presented the Council by 
Dave Mitchell, who represented 
the Parents-Citizens Commite 
tee protesting the Tender 
Trap’s location, 

Mitchell said the location was 
‘not in the best interests of the 
community.?’ 

He added that the protests 
were not being lodged as ope 
posing the proprietors of their 
type business, However, he said 
the citizens of Upland must take 
a stand on what they want or 
don’t want otherwise “we will 
have an open city ke F ontana,’’ 

The controversial license 
will be dented or granted at 
the Dec. 6 meeting. 

Locating elsewhere has been 
suggested at various times due 
ring the past few weeks by both 
Council members and the Pa- 
rent-Citizens Committee, The 
Tender Trap _ proprietors 
stated, however, that they would 
again have to post a 308day noe 
tice of intent to sell alcoholic 
beverages and “doubted” that 
a license, either state or city, 
would be granted because of the 
storm of protest it probably 
would raise.

As part of the autumn ace

Annexation of Cable Airport 
big step forward for city 


By TERRY COVILLE 


*T fought and fought the City 
for a long time,’’ says Dewey 
Cable, ‘but I think it all came 
out for the best in the end,’’ 

The end came Tuesday night 
as the Upland City Council 
adopted an ordinance annexing 
Cable Airport to Upland and 
guaranteeing it will remain an 
airport, 

Dewey Cable is proud of the 
air facilities he built just north 
of Foothill Boulevard near the 
Los Angeles County line and he 
has been fighting ever since 
to keep it an airport. 

His first fight came in 1945 
when he wanted to open Cable 
Airport after operating Brace 
kett Field in Pomona for two 
years during the war, San Ber. 
nardino County refused to issue 
him a permit so he went to the 
Federal Aviation Agency which 
allowed him to build the fa. 
cilities, 

His first conflict with Upland 
came over the supply of water, 
Upland wouldn’tsupply his field 
with water, so he built his well 
until the city finally gave him a 
water permit, 

Then came a fight with the 
West End Water Company when 
it claimed some of Dewey’s 
buildings were over their pipe- 
lines, A court fight proved that 
no one knew where the pipelines 
were. 

Then came more fights with 
the city over zoning, Dewey has 
always been intensly concerned 
about houses being built near 
his airport, which would soon 
force him to shut down, 

*T always thought I sould 
go in with the City,’’ he says, 
‘ut not until I was sure I had 
protection.” 

Now that protection ts guar. 
anteed just what has the city 
gained? 

Briefly, the Cable Airport 
area encompasses 160 acres 
of land and a lot of hard work 
by one man in particular, Dewey 
Cable, 

Dewey started the airport 
on May 27, 1945, and within 30 
days was operating with two 
paved runways and a couple of 
sheds, all on 60 acres of land, 
In 186 he put up the main 
building and a maintenance 

that now houses Vaith 
Aircraft Maintenance. Two 
years later he added 50 acres 
on the west end of the airport 
and about 10 years ago added 
another 20 acres west af Benson 
Avenue. 

“When I started I thought 
50-100 planes would be fine,” 
Dewey said, “but now I have 
$20 planes which is a record 
for a private airport. Unce you 
get started you justcan"tstop.” 

In addition to the number of 
planes, Cable Airport is the 
largest private airfield in the 
VU. S., and probably the world, 
It also has more T-hangers for 
storing single airplanes and has 
the largest private repair shop 
on record, 





The facilities now add up to 
three runways (one 4,000 feet), 
and 12 buildings. Included is 
the Arabian Nights Restaurant 
serving Arabian food to a full 
house nearly every night. 

Dewey built the airport by 
himself, but now his three sons 
and one daughter help run it. 
Paul is in charge of the 
air facilities, while Roger runs 
the flight school, air taxi serve 
ice and the charter and rental 
of aircraft, Walter handles the 
sales and service of aircraft. 

Now that his sons have taken 
over Dewey “JT just sit 
around and watch things grow.’? 

The truth is Dewey Cable is 
still one of the hardest worke 
ing individuals around, The day 
this reporter went out to Cable 
Airport the father of it all 
wasn’t comfortably settled inan 
easy chair watching things 
grow, he was on the seat ofa 
large road grader making things 
grow. 

Dressed in tattered 
work clothes, Dewey was bounce 
ing up and down smoothing out 
a service road around the run- 
way and expanding the runway 
for Cable Airport’s first jet, 
an Arrow Commander, owned by 
Pascas Steel, Inc., which will be 
ready in two to three weeks, 

The present capacity of Cable 
Airport is 600 planes, but Dewey

wants more expansion. He plans 
to add more T-Hangers, more 
tie-downs, and would like to 
attract a couple more industries 
around the air facilities. 


Three separate businesses 
now operate from Cable Airport 
including Vaith Aircraft Repair 
Shop, Air Radio, and Cullen’s 
Paint Shop, all related to the 
air industry, 


Dewey himself, began flying 
in 1938, but didn’t get a license 
until 1945, His interest in aire 
craft was aroused by a brother 
who built his own plane. 

Soon Dewey bought himself a 
50 horsepower Porterfield and 
began taxiing it around Brace 
kett Field, ‘‘Finally,’’ he says, 
*T got going too fast and had to 
take off.’’ Dewey was a Selfe 
taught pilot. He believes that 
his first landing was probably 
the best he’s ever made. 

Dewey started working 
around airplanes as a plumber 
for Douglas Aircraft at 27 cents 
an hour, He was promoted later 
to the engineering department 
where he received $2.20 an 
hour. Now he is proprietor of 
an airport that some people say 
is worth millions. 

This Saturday, Nov. 19, 
Dewey will be 70 years of age.

The postmasters of Upland 
and Cucamonga today announced 
that henceforth all first class 
mail, personal sound record. 
ings (voice letters) and pare 
cels weighing five pounds or 
less and measuring not more 
than 60 inches in length and 
girth combined, will be airlifted 
on @ space available basis be- 
tween the United States and all 
military post offices overseas, 

Also, under Public Law 69- 
726 «. The Dulski Military Mail 
Act «-, which was signed .7 
President Johnson on Nov, 2, 
1966, second class publications 
such a8 newspapers and magne 
zines published weckly or more 
often, and featuring current 
news of interest to the military, 
will be airlifted from San Frane 
cisco to the armed forces serve 
ing in Viet Nam, 

The postmasters explained 
that parcels weighing 5 pounds 
or less and not exceeding 60 
inches in length and girth come 
bined, paid at surface rates, will 
be moved by surface transpore 
tation within the United States 
from the points of mailing to 
the port of embarkation, 

To speed up separation and 
delivery of these smaller pare 
cels falling within this cate- 
gory, Postmaster General Lawe 
rence F, O’Brien directed that 
all parcels be clearly marked 
upon acceptance at the post 
office with the letters SAM 
(surface airlift mail),
